|| GALL TERMS NO ARMISTICE. 

' CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 22.—The rejec- 

' tion by Turkey of the conditions offered for 
an armistice between the opposing armies 
has been communicated to the Bulgarian 
government. 

One of the causes for their rejection was 
the opinion held:in official circles in Con- 
etantinople that the conditions proposed by 
the allies deprived the Turks of the possi- 
bility of resuming hostilities in the event 
of the plenipotentiaries falling to settle 
terms. This, from the Turkish point of 
view, meant no armistice at all. 

It is further insisted that Turkey has not 
gunk to that degree of impotency which 
would compel it to accept such conditions. 

The; terms stipulated by the Balkan states 
provided for the surrender of Adrianople 
with its garrison, for the evacuation of the 
Tchatalja lines in front of Constantinople, 
and for the surrender of Scutari, Durazzo 
and Dibra. No mention is made of Con- 
stantinople or the Dardanelles. 

The Turkish cruiser Hamidieh arrived here 
this morning in tow. The warship was down 
by the stern, where it apparently had been 
struck by a torpedo. It was at once docked.

“ONE WOMAN, ONE VOTE.” 


Charge Amendment Favoring 
Unit Rule Means Eastern 
Control of Organization.

Philadelphia. Fa., Nov, 22.—{S8pecial.]— 
The first telling blow was dealt the eastern 
machine of the National Woman's Equal Suf- 
frage association at the afternoon session of 
the convention today. The proposed amend- 
ment to the constitution, which states in the 
trantactlon of all business delegates present 
from each state or organization may cast the 
full vote to which their state or Organization 
is entitled, was not carried. 

White this first blow did not entirely erip- 
ple the machine, the western women who In- 
tend to keep up the attack are sure the steam 
roller will be ready for the junk dealer next 
Wednesday, when the convention closes. Ad 
vocates of one woman; one vote stand 
ready and waiting to defeat all further auto- 
cratic measures of the eastern women, who 
virtually make of the national association 
an eastern organization. 


Plural Voting Old Issue. 

Voting by proxy or plural voting has been a 
bone of contention between the east and the 
west for some time. It gives the east en 
unfair andjondemocratic advantege, for it is 
in the east where are the thickly populated 
states which are entitled to as many as fifty 
and seventy votes. In the west some states, 
such as Oklahoma. have only three votes. 

A movement is now on foot among the 
women who have determined to’throw off 
the yoke of the eastern machine to put into 
office women who will represent the entire 
country, not a small section. 

Miss Jane Addams was approached and re- 
quested to run for president, but she declined 
as long as Dr. Shaw is standing for office 
However, Miss Addams intends to stand for 
vice president of the association. 


Name Strong Opposing Slate. 

A strong slate has been partially drawa 
up by members ot the one delegate one 
vote party and in choosing these women, 
they say an endeavor has been made to 
choose representative women from all over 
the country. The slate as it stands is as fol- 
lows: 

Laura Clay of Kentucky for president. 

Jane Addams for first vice president. 

Alice Blackwell for setond vice president. 

Mise 8. J. Houser of Ohio for ‘treasurer. 

Mrs. John Bass of Chicago for correspond -

CHRONIC BRIGHT’S WITH MUCH 
ALBUMIN. 
HERE is a form of Bright’s disease 
characterized by much albumin, many 
casts in the urine, atid by a marked 
dropsy, The dropsy in Bright's dis- 
ease usually shows itself by puffiness 
under the ¢yes. This puffiness comes on 
before swelling of the feet appears, From 
the loose tissues under the eyes the water 
logging process extends, first involving other 
loose tissues and finally becoming universal. 
Frequently this kind of Bright’s disease 
goes hand in hand with related changes in 
the heart and liver. The heart muscle be- 
comes weak and flabby and the liver wol- 
len and pale. This group of moderately 
progressive cases acts as if some fairly ac. 
tive cause were carried around the body by 
the blood, poisoning all of the delicate tissues 
with which it came in contact and slowly 
destroying some of the most necessary of the 
body tissues. 


~o 

Many causes operate to bring about this 
disease. Drink ig one of them; others are 
lead and mercury poisoning and the differ- 
ent varieties of venereal disease. Bakers, 
butchers, and icemen_have more than their 
share of it, because they work in damp places 
some of which are too hot and some too cold. 
Underground and cellar workers of every 
sort get more than their share. But the 
most important cause is consumption. About 
one-fourth of all the cases occur in con- 
nection with consumption. 

Within the last few years it has been the 
custom to restrict the amount of salt given 
patients with this form of Bright’s disease. 
A few years ago Fischer wrote an inter- 
esting book on the reasons why water some- 
times soaks into the tissues in too great 
quantity. In other words, why dropsy oc- 
curs. His conclusion was that in such 
cases there was too much acid waste or ash 
in the tissues;: that the tissues, instead of 
burning completely, as they should, made 
slag or something corresponding thereto and 
if there were on a of oxygen this was not 
so liable to ha 


— 

One of the practical applications of this 
discovery of Fischer's is that we decrease 
the amount of swelling in the milder condi- 
tions of dropsy if we give the patient plenty 
of fresh air. This is why these patients do 
so much better in the open air than in 
tightly closed, badly ventilated hospita! 
wards-—those of the old type. For the same 
reason in part these patients do better when 
they go south for the winter, assuming that 
they stay out of doors when they get there. 

Another practical suggestion is that, by 
the use of a solution of salt and soda, the 
edema can be materially reduced. How- 
ever, this last is not of much importance 
since it strikes at the effect rather than the 
cause. 
We do not know how to strike at the cause 
after the disease is established. About all 
we can is to protect and shelter the 
vital forces, keeping the patient as com- 
fortable as possible, meanwhile hoping that 
this particular case may be one of those 


relatively few when nature seems to be able 
to arrest the progress of the disease.

Queen Chrigtina is so passionately devoted 
to her only boy, and the relations between 
them have always been marked, from his 
childhood up, with so much tenderness and 
devotion on one side and such complete con- 
fidence and affection on the other, that it is 
inconceivable that the king, even if he were 
to need money, which he does not, would ob- 
tain it from any one but her. ) 

How rich the queen is and how great her 
unselfishness and generosity in money mat- 
ters, are perhaps best shown by the fact 
that throughout her eixteen years and a 
half of regency she declined to accept a cent 
of the large civil list to which she was en- 
titled as widow of Alfonso XIL and as 
regent, in her anxiety to spare the national 
treasury every unnecessary burden.

Seventh in descent from him. was Philip

Charges State Board of Administration 
Allows Curative Work for Insane to Fail.) 


Dr. Bayard Holmes has written to the 
board of administration of Illinois protesting 
against the policy which has resulted in 
what he says is the collapse and failure of 
the State Psychopathic institute.” His letter 
is inspired especially by the departure of 
Dr. L. J. Pollock from the state service. Dr. 
Holmes’ letter follows: 

“To the Board of Administration, Spring- 
feld. Ilh.—Gentlemen: I take the liberty of 
calling your attention to the irreparable loss 
of Dr. Louis J. Pollock from the services of 
the state. Dr. Pollock wae a laboratory man 
of unequeled vision and surpassing skill. He 
was a veritable wizard with living pathology. 
No broader horizon has been shown by any 
professional servant of the state than Dr. 
Pollock showed in his recognition and dem- 
onstratio: of the previously unknown die 
ease, pellagra, at Dunning, and the deduc- 
tions he made from his subsequent brilliant 
experiments at the psychopathic institute 
at Kankakee on the undemented condition of 
the long mute and motioniess cases of 
dementia precox. ; 

In the loss of Dr. Pollock from the staff. 
of the psychopathic institute, the board of 
administration has failed to realize the ideals, 
if it has not violated the letter, of the Code 
of Charities which created the board of ad- 
ministration as the guardian or trustee for 
the care and cure of the insane and the cus- 
tody and education of the other wards of 
the state, that directed them to establish 
and conduct a psychopathic inetitute (Code 
of Charities, par. 10; Lawes of 1912, p. 76) 
“to promote the study of the causes of de- 
pendency and delinquency and mental, 
moral, and physical defects with a view to 
cure and ultimate prevention (par. 1, Pre- 
amble of Code ‘of Charities, do., p. 67). 

During the last year and a half, since the 
board of administration hae conducted the 
psychopathic institute with any attempt to 
conform to the spirit of the Code of Chari- 
tles, Dr. W. H. Holmes, Dr. A. H. Dollear, 
and Dr. L. J. Pollock have been let out of 
the state service. You are in a better po- 


sition to know than any one else whether 
or not the salary they received wae adequate 
to hold such valuable men. The state serv- 
ice should be the most attractive and inspir- 
ing service to such devoted scientific men 
as these. 

“The state civil service commission can

not be held accountable for the collapse and 
farcical failure of the psychopathic insti- 
tute to establieh and continuously pursue 
researches into the condition of the insane, 
the causes of ineanity, and the possibilities 
of preventing or curing insanity. since that 
commission has furnished three such re- 
markable men as you have let out and also 
such an exact chemist ae A. F. Wussow, who 
still remains with the janitor, the director, 
and his two stenographers ae the sorry rem- 
nant of the staff of the much advertised 
and much hoped for Psychopathic Institute 
of Illinois. 

“If these excellent men have been lost to 
the state service because the maximum sa}- 
ary allowed dy the civil service commis 
sion was inadequate, then the blame reste 
proportionately with the civil service com- 
mission. 

“The board of administration éxpends 
practically 40 per cent of the total state 
budget on the fruitiess and hopeless custody 
of its 19,000 wards. Two years ago the finan- 
cial member of the board of administration 
cut down the request of the director of the 
psychopathic institute for an appropriation 
from the legislature from his meager esti- 
mate of $16,000 a year (which is only four- 
tenths of 1 per cent of the annual expendi- 
tures of the board) to $11,800 a year (which is

“But don't you find that politics enter 
largely into the decisions of men appointed 
for a short time by city councils or the like 
in matters of this kind?“

Tribunals in Antipodes Making 
Own Precedents in Indus-, 
trial Disputes. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY; PH. D., LL. D. 

MELBOURNE.—So convinced am I that 
Judge Higgins of the Australian High court 
and president of the commonwealth Court of 
Conciliation and Arbitration is making his- 
tory, and that our interest in this history 
is, or should be, vital, that I ask you again 
to sit with him and hear part of hie judg- 
ment in the now celebrated case of the Aus- 
tralian Boot Trade Employés' federation vs, 
some forty employers carrying on business 
in four of the six Australian states. 

This case deals with certain fundamentals, 
and its interest is this: It establishes a 
precedent. In it we see the mind of the 
judge at work in an honest endeavor to 
do what he can to settle an industrial dis- 
pute without running foul of the Supremé 
court. Now, the Australian Supreme court 
is much like ours—a kind of Nemesis which 
gits on the fence and croaks: “‘ You can't do 
that; you dare not do this. Your great- 
great-great-great-grandfather said you must 
not do K. and you have agreed to abide by 
what he said,” © 


Defining a Dispute. 
Let the judge talk. What is a dispute? 
“This is a dispute—or probably I should 


say an alleged dispute—detween an organi- 


nation, at all events an alleged organization, 


of some 5,000 employés and forty employers. 
The employers carry on business in four 
states: Everything ig disputed, even the fact 
thet there is a dispute, And it is said that 
under the machinery provided by the act of 
1904 this court has no power to make any 
award or order calculated to prevent a dis- 
astrous strike, with dislocation of industry 
and general suffering,-unjess at the time of 
the plaint ‘there ts an actual existing dis- 
pute, with an issue sharply and finally cut, 
a dispute extending 1 the limits of one 
state. 

“Tf this is so, I am inclined td think that 
parliament has not availed itself of its pow- 
ers under the conatitution to the full ex- 
tent, as to the prevention ’ of disputes. But, 
however that may be, this court. cannot go 
kurther than the act allows, and in this case 
what I propose to consider is, is there an 
actua! existing diepute between the respond- 


-ents and the claimant on the several sub- 


jects mentioned in the pigint. 
Hew Principle of Minimum Wage. 
Now, as I cannot conceive of industrial 

peace unless and until the employé has se- 
cured to him wages sufficient to procure for 
him the essentials ‘of human existence, I 
have adopted the system of finding in the 
first place what is the least sum sufficient 
to satisfy the norma) needs of the average 
employé, regarded as a human being living 
in a civilized community. This system is, I 
think, novel. and I have therefore watched 
eagerly for any criticism of its basic prin- 
ciple. But, putting aside the natural dis- 
content of deten tod parties and their parti- 
ans, I have not yet seen or heard of any 
artzument tending to shake the principle, or 
to show me what other course I could reason- 
ably adopt. 

In the eecond place I take into considera- 
tion any ground on which the employés who 
make the claim urge that they are entitled 
to receive more than ordinary laborers and 
any ground, including grounds of finance, 
of competition, of unfairness to other work- 
ers, of undue increase in prices, of injury 
to the public, etc., on which the employers 
oppose the claim. 

On the evidence before me in previous 
cases I found 7s per day to be the minimum 
for the laborer in many parts of New South 
Wales, Victoria, Queensland, South Aus- 
tfalia, and Tasmania, and Mr. Justice Gor- 
don has adopted the same minimum, when 
eitting in the Court of Industrial Appeals 
in Adelaide. I understand that the practice 
of the New South Wales court is the same. 
In this case I was gratified to hear from 
the claimant and from all the respondents 
in New South Wales, Victoria. and South 
Australia, that they did not dispute this 7s 
minimum. In Queensland a bold attempt 
was made to show that living was cheaper 
there .than in the southern states, but it 
tailed. 


Same All Over Australia. 

“The more I have investigated living con- 
ditions in Australian states the more I have 
deen struck with the similarity of habits, 
of standards of life, of prices, in the different 
states. I find thet 7s is a proper minimum 
wage for (so-called) unskilled laborers in 
Brisbane as well as in Sydney or in Mel- 
bourne. The only question is, how much 
more, if any more, should be awarded to 
bootmakers. . . . Claimants seek, in the 
main, to deter the respondents from working 
overtime, if the claimant association has a 
capable and suitable man on its books and 
unemployed. ‘There is no sufficient evidence 
that this matter was in dispute, and I need 
——— claim on its intrinsic merits. 1

HERE is one press in the country that 
can be counted cn for a superfine prod- | 


uct, and that is The Mosher Press of 

Portland, Me. Thomas B. Mosher is 

a whimsical! fancier of fine books and 
when he sets a book upon its way in the world 
he decks her out as a bride with all man- 
ner of appropriate gear in the way of quo- 
tations, allusions, prefaces, and addenda. He 
has made a cult of books and the delight 
he has in the fit publishing of them extends 
to the reader, who cannot but be greedy of 
them in their dainty bindings, with their 
beautiful print and their unique introductory 
pages. 

Among the Mosher publications this year 
is to be found an oblong volume called THE 
FLIGHT OF THE PRINCESS AND OTHER 
PIECES.“ There is nothing lovelier in all 
literature in its way than Robert Louis Stev- 
enson's Flight of the Princces,”’ from 
Prince Otto,“ and in this case it is prefaced 
“Enter there enchanted 
woods." To this is added ‘three essays rivers 
Stevenson’S Memories and Portraits.’ 
The little book has a happy preface by Mr. 
Mosher. 


~~ 

A volume of similar proportions is IN 
PRAISE OF OLD GARDENS.” In this is in- 
corporated Swinburne’s “‘A Forsaken Gar- 
den, Hon. Mrs. Boyle’s The Praise of 
Gardens, Vernon Lee’s Old Italian Gar- 
dens,“ Rosamund Marriott Watson's The 
Road to Spring.“ and Dr. John Brown's 
Queen Mary's Child Garden,” beside a 
number of quite enchanting little poems upon 
similar subjects, and some valuable advice 
concerning books we should read if we wish 
to be conveyed, midwinter, into the place 
of gardens and the season of bloom. 

A slender book, full of charming poems, is 
* SPRING IN TUSCANY.” ~~ are things 
by Swinburne, Symonds, Binyon, A. Mary F 
Robinson; a poem by Cora Fabbri of whom 
sc much was expected, and a group of three 
songs by some student of Browning who 
masks himself under an elaborate nom de 
guerre, and one or two other Writers who 
have swayed to the magic of Florentine 
nights. 

It pleased William Sharp in those periods 
of opulent transition when he was Fiona 
Macleod.“ to write brief prose rhythms which 
were to be chanted, perhaps to the sound 
of a viol or a lute, and Mr. Mosher has 
printed thirty of these under the title, THE 
STLENCE OF AMOR,” and has offered scme 
explanation concerning them. The volume 
offers a choice reminder of the wild, emu, 
ite unaccountable Fiona. 

Next comes a singular and charming an- 
thology to which the fortunate name AM- 
PHORA ” has been given. In it Mr. Mosher 
F. as collected the poems and prose sketches 
he personally Nkes—those that someway set 
his thoughts in motion, and that lead-up the 
stairs away from Every’ Day street into his 
Ivory. Tower. He has been, as he says, for 
many years a watcher out for curious and 
lovely things and what he has liked he hag 
saved. So here will be found many things 
not easily obtainable elsewhere—things 
which do not pretend to make a popular ap- 
peal, but which suit the quiet or the ecstatic 
hour, which celebrate books and odd moods 
and various pleasant things in heaven and 
earth. (It u not comparable to any other 
anthology. It stands quite by itself and 1 
recommend it fervently to lovers of rare 


things. 


There must be included in this list Walter 
Pater s “ THE RENAISSANCE,” which in- 
cludes nine or ten of those notable essays 
which brought him his swift and inimitable 
fame. This perfect pröse has excellent set- 
ting in this tasteful and careful book. Mr. 
Mosher has written an introduction in which 
he quotes Arthur Symons’ warm tribute to 
the beauty of these pieces ot. criticism. 
“ Further, along tis direction,“ says Mr. 
Symons, * prose could not go.“ This book 
numbers. 300 pages and is bound in sage green 
boards. 

“ ROSES OF PAESTUM,” by Edward Me- 
Curdy, makes a good companion ‘piece to 
Pater's * Renaissance.’ It also has to do 
with that warm period of awakening in 
Italy, and it reveals the impression which 
the “‘ancient mother of dreams,” Italy, 
makes} upon a sensitive, Well stored, and 
sponatneous mind. Mr. McCurdy’s book, it 
appears, was first published at about the 
same time as Maurice Hewlett's Barth- 
work Out of Tuscany,“ and it met with 
neglect. But this neglect is gradually giv- 
ing way, Mr. Mosher assures us, to appre- 
ciation. The essays are rich in allusion, 
sincere and delicate in feeling, and distinct- 
ly noble in their attitude toward art and life 
and the fine enjoyments. The true essayist's 
style is apparent in them, saved from all that 
is merely academic by the geniality and ten- 
derness of the writer.

H. C. Gano Says in $173,000 
Theft Case He Was Asked 
to Pass $1,000 Bills. 


FAILED TOCATCH TELLER. 


Witness and Attorney Litzinger 
Draw Rebuke from Judge 
Carpenter. 


Attorney Litzinger, defending George W. 
Fitzgerald in the $173,000 subtreasury theft 
case, and Col. H. C. Gano, an important wit- 
ness for the government, became so excited 
during the cross examination yesterday in 
the federal court that Judge Carpenter was 
impelled to intervene and counsel modera- 
tion. 

Col. Gano, who wears spectacles and a 
white mustache, had testified that Fitagerald 
had practically confessed the roDbery to him, 
had tried to get him to pass 61,000 bills, and 
had talked about buying six care of eggs and 
a line of steamboats. 

Mr. Litzinger’s cross examination was flery 
and histrionic. He leveled his forefinger ang 
lifted his voice. So did Col. Gano. It was one 
of those Tou did—I didn't controversies, 
both participants becoming louder as it pro- 
greseed. 


Court Curbs Disputants. 

Finally the judge raised his arm, showing 
an undignified rent in the sleeve of his coat, 
and said fronically: 

“The Clerks in the registry division of 
the postoffice can hear you without all this 
clamor. I suggest that you de quieter and 
not so theatrical—more normal, as it were, 
even though less entertaining to the cours 
and the jury.” 

Mr. Litzinger asked to be pardoned! en the 
ground of excessive agitation, and the ex- 
amination proceeded. 

Counsel for Fitagerald endeavored to en-

FIRMS EAGER TO GET JOB.

For five hours yesterday fifteen aldermen 
of the council finance committee Hetened to 
explanations of the difference between $478,- 
102, $782,676, and re. o- plus an unknown 
number of dollars. These are the three prices 
for disposal of Chicago's garbage for the 
next fivé years on the three bide received,

as tabulated by Capt. Henry Allen, city me- 
chanical engineer. The bids include the cost 
of a reduction plant, which shell: become the 
property of the city at the end of the period. 

The informal] figure of the Chicago Reduc- 
tion company, which now has the contract, 
on the same proposition is $400,000. 


Think Mone Will Be Accepted. 

The committee gave no expression regard- 
ing its intantinns, bat ft was predicted by 
city officials that none of the propositions 
will be accepted. It was argued the ac 
ceptance of either bid would mean an ex 
penditure of $300,000 by the municipality thie 
year for site, docks, switch tracks, end bulld- 
ings, and that the city treasury could not 
stand that outlay. 

This plays into the program of the Chitego 
Reduction company, which has been asking 
for an extension of its franchise. They 
charge the city $47,500 a year for disposal 
of garbage after it has been collected and 
transported to the company e plant at Thirty. 
fifth and Iron streets. 


Low Bidder Brings Talent. 

The Hinoie Rendering company on Capt. 
Allen's calculations, ie the lowest bidder. Its 
array of talent indicates it is financially re- 
‘sponsible and that there are good profits ia 
the reduction business. This company had 
present Alfred Austrian, Emil C. Wetten, 
end Roy Keehn as attorneys, end Gustav R. 
Tuske of New York, H. A. Moag of Kansas 
City, and Leo Ritter and F. A. Levy of Chi- 
cago as engineers and experts on garbage. 
They propose to pay the city approximately 
$20,000 a year for the garbage and then sell 
their plant to the city for a fixed sum after 
five wears. 

In their proposal they asserted they wanted 
all the garbage as listed in the specifications. 
Mr. Austrian asserted at a legal proposition 
there is no private garbage and the city 
could collect all the hotel and restaurant 
refuse. He repeatedly denied, however, the 


sumption of getting all that. 


Fears Attack in Oourta 

F. Cowin, the high bidder, through his at- 
torney, asserted the proposel was for all 
garbage and the explanation of Mr. Austrian 
was in the nature of a modification of their 
bid. That, he said; is illegal and will give 
the Chicago Reduction company an oppor- 
tunity to attack the validity of the contract 
in court and secure its annulment. In other 
words, all the bidders have not submitted 
proposals on the same proposition and there- 
fore there has not been competitive ree. 
according to Cowitn. 

Lawyers of the Illinois Rendering company 
thought this view wrong. The committee de- 
cided to ask the corporation counsel to ex- 
press hie opinion of the contentions.

There is room for all the universities in the 
country, according to Pratt Judson, pres- 
ident of the University of Chicago, who spoke 
at the luncheon of the University of Wisconsin 
club at the Grand Pacifié yesterday. The two 
points which stand out, in President Judson's 
opinion, as giving the universities a right to 
spend millions of dollars are: 

The responsidility to the community 
which they inspire in their students.
